Hector Cardentey, Assistant 
Vice President of Atlantic Sugar, 
told the board he feared the 
loss of jobs at Atlantic if the 
board elected the S. N. Knight 
propósal. 

Mr. Cardena said he had been 
elected to represent employees 
of the sugar mill. The employee 
group fears loss of the acreage 
immediately surrounding the 
mill ; to be traded away in the 
Knight proposal - would lead to 
the closing of Atlantic.

Recreation program 
teaches more than sports

"Louis! Go straight across the 
middle about-ten yards. The 
ball should be there when you 
turn your head. 

"Mike! When Louis crosses 
the center, fire that pass! Get 
your timing right! 

"Dave! What's the capitol of. 
Kansas? Quick! 

"Okay, Mike, let's work on 
that behind-the-line handoff. 

"Billie! What's fourteen times 
four?" 

What? 

It's football, baseball, basket- 
ball, soccer, track, and... 
homework. 

Homework? On the field? 

Yup. It’s Coach John's plan 
for improving the lives of 
Glades area youths through his 
South Bay Youth Program. 

Headquartered in greater 
metropolitan South Bay, the 
program is’ the brainchild of 
John Claitt, Coach John, a 
South Bay native who had a 
vision in which children grow 
up in South Bay and don't 
automatically leave town. 

Mr. Claitt, with some help, 
formed the SBYP. He hopes it 
will be a year-round rec- 
reational. program focusing on 
young males (ages five to 
eighteen) in their after-school 
hours and on weekends.  - 

There are presently about 125 
youngsters in the program. 
They meet each afternoon at 


Cox and Tanner Parks and 
practice football, and yes, 
homework. 

"We check their grades every 
Wednesday,” says Coach John. 
“They've got to maintain about 
a two-point-five or so grade 
average or they can't practice or 


The Conch also drops in at 
Rosenwald Elementary and 
area businesses to "spot-check" 
attitudes. "If a kid smarts off in 
a store here, I'm going to hear 
about it, and he's not going to 
play for a while,” says Coach 
John, 

Mr. Claitt says area parents 
are behind the program “one 
hundred percent.” 

"We're trying to change 
attitudes here; we want people 
in ¢hé community to support us, 
and we're trying to teach the 
kids to support the community. 

"You can already see a 
difference. Kids don't just throw 
trash on the ground anymore; 
they go looking for a trash can. 
It's taking a hold on them,” he 
said. 

The group needs money; they 
have car-washes, bake sales, 
and a fish-fry, which are 
bringing i in money weekly, but 
more is needed. 

Much of the equipment - 
helmets, uniforms, etc. - bas 
beén donated to the group.

The University of Florida has 
launched ari intensive program 
to produce more cancer-fighting 
taxol, while minimizing the 
threat to the Pacific yew trees 
which provide the only reliable 
source of the drug.
